He left Heston Air- 
drome in England before breakfast 
for a trip to Rome and return in 
time for dinner in London. He 
left London at 6:30 a. m. 

It seemed more important to 
him than anything else that he be 
back in time for a dinner to be 
given in his honor by the London 
Aero Club this evening. 

He flew from England to Rome 
in five hours and 20 minutes, ris- 
jng to 23,000 feet above the Alps 
and flying threugh atmospheric 
conditions which were not perfect. 
He estimated his route to Rome 
was 930 miles long. The air line 
route is 875 miles. 

Wind Resistance Westward. 

Italy's expert flyers who saw him 
off thought his time would not be 
so fast on the way back, for there 
is always wind resistance’ on a 
westward flight. 

Capt. Hawks, alighting here, es- 
timated his average flying rate at 
174 miles an hour. He said that 
he encountered bad winds and rain 
all the way. “It was hell over the 
Alps,” he commented. “I had to 
rise to 23,000 feet to get over 
them.”

U. S. Supreme Court Must Decide;

CAPT. JOHN BERRY, 
PONEER BALLOON 
PILOT, DIES AT 82 


First Ascension at 14 — 
Started Flights of Own 


at 18 With Parachute 


Jumps From Trapeze. 


WINNER OF FIRST 
NATIONAL RACE 


Learned to Fly Plane at 67 
—Funeral Services to Be 
Held Friday at 1125 Ho- 


diamont Avenue. 


Capt. John .Berry, pioneer bal- 
loonist, died early today at the 
Christian Old People’s Home, 6600 
Washington avenue, of heart dis- 
ease. He was 82 years old, and re- 
sided at 1404 Evergreen avenue, 
Wellston. 

Capt. Berry for years was_ re- 
garded as the dean of balloon 
pilots. He made his first ascen- 
sion when 14 years old at Roches- 
ter, N. Y., where he was born. 

The trip aloft was in payment 
for his services in assisting a bal- 
loonist at a county fair in inflat- 
ing the balloon. The first trip kin- 
dled Berry’s desire to become a 
balloonist, and at the age of 18 
he bought a hot air bag and be- 
gan giving exhibition flights, which 
included parachute leaps from a 
trapeze bar hung from the balloon. 

It was while touring the coun- 
try in this mamner that he mar- 
ried and became the father of a 
gon, Albert. Albert Berry made his 
first parachute drop from a bal- 
loon at the age of 9 years and later 
gained considerable fame as an 
aerial acrobat. March 1, 1912, Al- 
the first para- 


ing airplane. The jump, made at 
Jefferson Barracks, was from a 
plane piloted by “Tony” Jannus, 
piorreer aviator. 

Used Damages to Buy Balloon, 

Capt. Berry came to St. Louis in 
1898 and opened ae restaurant 
He later 


on Van- 
deventer avenue, near Washington. 

Capt. Berry and a number of lo- 
cal men organized a company to 
build a dirigible. A dispute arose 
over the management of the com- 
and one of his co-organizers, 
a lawyer, shot Berry through the 
lower part of the body. Berry sued 
|his assailant, and purchased a gas 
' balloon with the proceeds of the 
settlement. 

With the balloon thus obtained, 
Capt. Berry won the first Na- 
tional Balloon Race, held from In- 
dianapolis, June 9, 1909. A silver 
trophy valued at $1000 was award- 
ed to him. Capt. Berry named his 
first. gas balloon ‘“‘The University 
City” because of his friendship 
for E. G. Lewis, Mayor of Uni- 
versity City. Berry and his aid, 
Paul McCullough, were presented 
with gol@ watches by Lewis. 

In October, 1912, Capt. Berry 
piloted the St. Louis balloon ‘“Mil- 
lion Population Club” at the In- 
ternational Balloon Races at 
Stuttgart, Germany. Albert Von 
Hoffmann was Capt, Berry’s aid in 
this flight, which ended on the 
shores of the Baltic Sea. 


Learned Plane Flying at 67. 

In 1915 Capt. Berry, chen 67 
years old, learned to pilot an air- 
plane and designed several, which 
he flew at Washington Park, near 
Kast St. Louis. He attempted to 
operate a flying school there, but 
the venture ended in financial 
failure. Capt. Berry received sev- 
eral serious “spills” while piloting 
planes; but was undaunted until 
forced to quit by financial re- 
verses. 

Capt. Berry often told of having 
ridden in balloons through three 
storms of the kind that destroyed 
the dirigible “Shenandoah.” One 
of these storms caught a balloon 
in which he and George Y. Mor- 
rison were attempting a flight 
from Portland, Ore., carried it to 
an altitude of 12,000 feet, and then 
dashed it into trees in the Cascade 
Mountains. Both men were injured, 
and were not found by searchers 
until two days later. 

In tHe national elimination race 
from Milwaukee in 1922 Capt. Ber- 
ry flew to a point near Monticello, 
lll., where he-landed in a tangle 
of telegraph wires and was thrown 
out head first. This marked his 
retirement. 

The late Albert Von Hoffmann, 
with whom he had been associated 
in ballooning, employed Berry for 
several years as custodian of the 
students’ barracks at the Von Hoff- 
mann Flying School, at Lambert- 
St. Louis Field. 

Capt. Berry is survived by his 
widow, Mrs. Clara Berry, who was 
his third wife, and by a foster-son, 
Martin Berry Gier, Mrs. Berry's 
nephew. :

Davis Place, the Clayton subdi- 
vision lying north of Clayton road 
between Hanley and North and 
South roads, was definitely fixed 
last night as the scene of the kid- 
naping of Dr. I. D. Kelley by an 
eye-witness who saw the physician: 
abducted Monday night. 

The eye-witness did not realize 
that he had witnessed a kidnaping 
until he read last night that Dr. 
Kelley was missing. He promptly 
reported what he had _ seen to 
Sheriff Lill and gave an account 
of the occurrence to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter. 

The man who saw the kidnaping 
is a widely-known St. Louisan who 


happened to be in the neighbor- 


hood when Dr. Kelley arrived there 
in response to a fake telephone 
call for his services as a physi- 
cian. The eye-witness. told his 
story with the condition that his 
identity not be disclosed at this 
time. 


At Oleta and Crescent Drives. 


Oleta and Crescent drives, in 
Davis place, was the precise spot 
where the abductors trapped the 
physician. At the northwest cor- 
ner. stands a duplex house occu- 
pied by Mr. and Mrs. W. D. Gibbs, 
835 Oleta drive, and Mr. and Mrs. 
Estes E. Pershall, $051 Crescent 
drive. 

“The kidnaping oceurred about 
10:30 o’clock Monday night,” the 
witness told the Post-Dispatch. “I 
was within easy view of the corner 
of Crescent and Oleta when I 
heard an automobile coming up 
Oleta from Clayton road, which is 
just a block south. 

“Even before it had come to the 
corner I recognized it as a Lincoln 
from the characteristic sound of its 
exhaust. Crescent Drive ends at 
Oleta avenue in a driveway that 
leads up to the duplex house at 
the corner. 


Trailing Car Blocked Drive. 

“Into this driveway the Lincoln, 
a coupe, turned, and stopped a few 
feet from the corner under a tree. 
A few hundred feet behind the 
Lincoln, a Ford coupe was follow- 
ing. It stopped in such a manner 
that it completely blocked the end 
of the circular driveway into which 
the Lincoln had been driven. 

“T could see the Ford quite 
clearly because it was stopped di- 
rectly under a street light. It was 
what the manufacturers call 4 
standard coupe, gray-green in col- 
or. lt was a Model A and I am 
almost certain it was a 1929 model. 

“As it stopped the driver of the 
Lincoln tooted his horn @ couple of 
times. I assumed he was a visitor 
at the house on the corner and 
was trying to find out whether or 
not anyone was still awake. At 
that moment a man jumped from 
the Ford, ran into the driveway, 
pulled open the door of the Lin- 
coln and climbed in. 

“It was drizzling at the time and 
he ran in a peculiar attitude, his 
head down and his face shielded. 
At the time I assumed he was sim- 
ply trying to shield his face and 
back from the rain. If he carried 
a pistol I could not see it. 

Lincoin Driven Slowly Away.

New York Court Makes Allowance 
of $12,500 to Defendants in Ac- 
tion Over “Strange Interiude.”’

NEW YORK, April 22.—Federal 
Judge Woolsey today dismissed the 
$1,250,000 suit of Miss Georges 
Lewys against Eugene O'Neill in 
which she charged he stole the plot 
of “Strange Interlude” from her 
novel, “The Temple of Pallas 
Athena.” The Judge said he was 


convinced she had “made,a wholly 
preposterous claim.” 

Judge Woolsey allowed the usual 
costs against Miss Lewys and di- 
rected an allowance of $7500 to 
O'Neill for counsel fees. He also 
directed that $5000 be divided be- 
tween Boni & Liveright and Hor- 
acé Liveright, Inc., and the Theater 
Guild, Inc., co-defendants, 

At the trial in March, O'Neill's 
attorney said the playwright had 
never heard of Miss Lewys’ novel 
when he wrote his Pulitzer prize 
play. George Jean Nathan was one 
of O'Neill’s witnesses. Miss Lewys 
testified she had sent a copy of 
the book to the Theater Guild be- 
fore “Strange Interlude” was pro- 
duced.

CLARKSDALE, Miss., April 32. 
—The second invasion of buffalo 
gnats in this area is causing chil- 
dren to go to and from school 
swathed in mosquito nets. Before 
the nets were used several pupils 
and teachers became ill from the 
gnats’ bites, which resemble bum- 
ble bee stings. 

The first invasion of the gnats a 
few weeks ago resulted in loss of 
$100,000 worth of livestock in Ar- 
kansas, Mississippi and Louisiana 
and an appegl! to the Red Cross for 
aid of farmers who had not recov- 
ered from the effect of last year’s 
drouth. 

The gnats were driven away by 
strong winds and their return has 
so far been confined to this sec- 
tion of Mississippi and Southeast 
Arkansas. Livestock are not suf- 
fering as they did previously be- 
cause farmers have learned that 
oiling the hides of the animals is 
effective protection.

—Prime Minister Scullin an- 
nounced tonight that the New 
South Wales Savings Bank would 
not open its doors tomorrow. The 
bank has deposits of $425,000,000, 

The bank met all demands today 
and the heavy run which started 
yesterday had decreased consider- 
ably before the usual closing hour. 

Bank officials at Sydney and 
Meibourne assured depositors that 
the bank was solvent, and the 
presidént explained that its direc- 
tors considered it best to close 
pending the outcome of negotia- 
tions for a merger with the Com- 
monwealth Bank of Australia, 

All of the State Bank's 192 
branches and 642 agencies will be 
closed until further notice pending 
the conclusion of merger negotia- 
tions. 

Sir Robert Gibson, chairman of 
the Board of the Commonwealth 
Bank, has informed Premier Lang 
of New South Wales that his bank 
will assist those who might be 
embarrassed by the closing of the 
State Bank. The offer is subject 
to the approval of the State Gov- 
ernment. 


The Australian economic situa- 
tion has grown steadily worse dur- 
ing the last few weeks, and the 
New South Wales State Govern- 
ment recently defaulted interest 
due upon its bonds April 1 in Lon- 
don. The Commonwealth Govern- 
ment made good the default and is 
attempting to collect from the 
State Government.

A communication from the ab- 
ductors is eagerly awaited by fam- 
ily and friends of the physician 
who are anxious to get him out of 
his captors’ hands as speedily as 
possible. Whether the communi- 
cation will be withheld from the 
police until after the liberation of 
the physician has been effected, is 
a matter to be determified by cir- 
cumstances. 

No Word From Kidnapers, 

Carroll W. Harlan, a friend of 
the Kelley family and Judge: Advo- 
cate of the Police Department, who 
has been continuously at the Kelley 
home for the past 24 hours, an- 
nounced to reporters at noon today 
that no word has been received di- 
rectly or indirectly from the kid- 
napers. 

“Nothing will be left undone to 
assure Dr, Kelley’s safe return,’’ 
Harlan said. “So far, however, we 
have received not a single bit of in- 
formation that might enable the 
family to get in touch with the kid- 
napers.”’ 

Meanwhile, aa intensive investi- 
gation by detectives, county depu- 
ties, reporters and police of coun- 
ty municipalities has developed no 
clew pointing to the identgty of the 
kidnapers. The only circumstances 
of the abduction with which the 
investigators are familiar are the 
details of the two phone calls 
which lured D&# Kelley from his 
home, the recovery of his Lincoln 
coupe on the edge of Jennings, In 
St. Louis County, and the definite 
fact that Davis place, a Clayton 
subdivision, was the scene of the 
actual kidnaping. 

The usual roundup of so-called 
police characters was being car- 
ired out today. Gangsters and 
others known to make their live- 
lihood by devious méans were 
picked up on sight and booked at 
Police Headquarters “suspected of 
kidnaping.” Each was questioned 
about the Kelley abduction, and 
each made the usual disclaimer of 
knowledge of the crime. Among 
them were Herman Tipton, one of 
the heads of the Cuckoo gang: 
Leo Casey, formerly a member of 
the Hogan gang, and Tim Mce- 
Auliffe. 

Eye-Witness Tells of Kidnaping. 


Davis place was definitely fixed 
as the scene of the kidnaping last 
night by an eye-witness who saw 
the physician abducted but saw nro 
importance in the circumstances 
until he read last night that the 
specialist was missing. His de- 
tailed story of the abduction is 
published elsewhere in this edi- 
tion.

His story fitted perfectly the 
fragments of cor/ersation over- 
heard by Mrs. Kelley as Dr. Kel- 
ley’s caller gave him directions to 
get to a designated house in Davis 
place. She said she heard the 
physician repeat—‘“drive out Clay- 
ton road”—*‘just east of the Ter- 
minal bridge across Clayton road” 
—*‘Davis Place’’—*“the second 
house’—“two blocks east of the 
filling staticn.” 

Oleta drive is the sceond street 
east of the filling station at North 
and South and. Clayton roads. The 
second house from Clayton road is 
the residence in the driveway of 
which the physician was kidnaped. 
Oleta drive is immediately east of 
the Terminal bridge leading north 
from Clayton road into Davis place. 


Only Footprints in Doctor's Car. 

Footprints of road oi: and gravel 
in Dr. Kelley’s car, when it was 
found yesterday morning, show 
that at least two men were with 
him when the car was abandoned 
after the abduction. 


The footprints were in front of 
the right seat beside the driver, 
and the rear seat to the driver’s 
right. There were no such prints in 
front of the driver’s seat. Behind 
the cushion in the driver’s seat de- 
tectives found Dr. Kelley’s plati- 
num diamond finger ring which he 
had apparently slipped off and se- 
creted in the belief he was about 
to be robbed. 

If the kidnapers drove north 
from the scene of the abduction 
on North-and-South Road they 
would encounter heavy road oil at 
North-and-South and Olive street 
roads. Oil from two large parking 
lots there has been carried by au- 
tomobiles far and wide over the 
intersection and it is impossible to 
walk on the road without picking 
up oil and gravel on one’s shoes. 

Beside the ring, detectives also 

found the physician’s instrument 
case in his car. The ignition of 
the car had been cut off but the 
switch had not been locked. The 
lights were out. Tracks in the dirt 
beside the road indicated the car 
had been driven, east in West 
Florissant and south in Higgins 
avenue. 
Constable Rudy Baumer passed 
the scene of the car’s recovery at 
1:30 a. m. yesterday and flashed 
his spotlight up>the street. He 
said he was reasonably positive the 
car was not parked there at that 
time. When found it stood less 
than six feet from the concrete of 
West Florissant avenue.

Michael. J. Hester died of heart 


disease yesterday at his ‘home, 3033 | 


Easton avenue, a little more than 
54 years after the most brilliant 
rescue of his spectacular career— 
the saving of eight lives {nthe 
Southern Hotel fire of, April 11, 
1877. 

He had planned to observe his 
ninetieth birthday on July 4. His 
health had not been good since he 
was clubbed in, 1923 by a young 
Negro who attempted to rob him 
but fled empty-handed. The small 
but phenomenally muscular and 


‘quick-thinking Irishman’ had been 


in many tight places. 

“I used to enjoy a tight place," 
he told- a Post-Dispatch reporter 
only a month,ago, when he*posed 
for a photograph. “Nothing was 
too hot or too smoky for me. Of 
course, I was in good shape. I knew 
my life and sometimes other lives 
depended on my own hands, and I 
kept my hands ready. 

“I'd enjoy the Fire Department 
now if I wa& still active.” 


Joined Fire Company in 1866. 

When the famous old hotel 
burned in 1877, Hester was the 
only man in the. department ex- 
cept Bify West, who could chin 
himself with one hand. He had 
joined the department in 1866 as 
an expert horseman after driving 
in army supply trains during the 
Civil War. ‘ 

Daily Hester exercised his 
horses, and daily he himself worked 
out in a gymnasium. So it was 
that his engine—the old ‘“‘Wumoper 
Ten’s,”’ still at Jefferson and Wal- 
nut—won: many races.to big fires, 
and so it was that his hands were 
impressively “ready” in dozehs of 
emergencies throughout his career 
as fireman, 14 years as Assistant 
Chief, and even after his retire- 
ment in 1895. 

Somewhat similar training, it will 
be recalled, had fitted Phelim 
Toole, or O’Toole, Hester’s fellow- 
hero of the great fire. The cat- 
like agility of years at sea enabled 
Toole to climb a sheet from. the 
top of inadequate ladders to a 
sixth-floor window and hand down 
12 or 13 persons to a balcony sey- 
eral feet below. Toole was killed 
in an explosion at a minor fire in 
1880, and his funeral was attended 
by most of the population of St. 
Louis and a delegation of Chicago 
firemen. 

Every Schoolboy Knew Him.” 

Hester remained as the surviv- 
ing hero of the fire, so well-known 
here that a newspaper declared in 
1885 his name was “known.-to evy- 
éry schoolboy.” His life was not 
dull even after he retired to man- 
age the real estate he had ac- 
quired. On several’ occasions he 
stopped runaway horses at consid- 


| erable personal risk. Once, when he 


was sitting quietly in his rocker, he 
heard the screams of a tiny girl 
alone in a careening buggy on the 
street outside. When neighbors 
reached their doors, he had stop- 
ped the horse.and was quieting the 
hysterical child. It was only from 
others that one heard of such 
deeds, partly because of modesty 
and partly because he took it as 
a matter of course. 

Many servant girls were trapped 
on the top floor of the hotel. When 
Hester reached the early morning 
fire on the second ‘or third alarm 
several had jumped and three had 
been killed. He loosened the 
traces so that the horses would not 
disturb the engine if they became 
frightened. and climbed to the

He reached 
the top rung, braced the fingers 
of his left hand under the window 
sill and hoked up. 

The window where the girls stood 

was three ‘feet to his right, for the 
lashed-ladders had bent to the side. 
He did not dare attempt to move 
them. So he reached out horizon- 
tally with the 35-pound scaling lad- 
der and managed to catch the hook 
on’ the ledge where they stood. 
It held while he climbed up. As 
he slipped through the window the 
frantic women seized him, and he 
cursed them viciously. It was the 
only time in his life he swore be- 
fore a woman, but it made them ‘let 
go. He hatled the bed to the win- 
dow and lashed the ladder to it 
wifh sheets, for he knew that it 
had held for his climb largely by 
luck. 

Cat-like he scurried down again 
to the top of his improvised ex- 
tension iadder, and aided the wom- 
en across the three-foot gap.

After eseaping from the _§re- 
formatery Presten lived under his 
own name, married and saved up

Points Out That $82,000,000 
River Front Development Doesn’t 
Require Financing All at Once 


Bartholomew Impresses on Civic Bureau That 


Plan Can Be Carried Out’ Gradually— 
Wants Land Acquired Now. 


— 


Plans for development of the 
St. Louis river front as announced 
some time ago by the City Plan 
Commission can be carried out 
gradually, particularly the impos- 
ing scheme for the central section, 


and do not have to be financed all 
at once. 

This was impressed on a meet- 
ing of the Civic Development Bu- 
reau of the Chamber of Commerce 
and General Council on Civic 
Needs yesterday by Harland Bar- 
tholomew, engineer of the plan 
commission. The gathering was 
one of a series for discussion of 
municipal plans. 

Bartholomew fixed cost of. the 
three sections of the river front 
scheme at $82,000,000 or less, in- 
cluding $50,000,000 for the central 
unit, between Franklin avenue and 
Spruce street; $22,000,000 for the 
northern section, between Mer- 
chants’ Bridge and Chain of Rocks, 
and $10,000,000 for the southern 
segment, between Arsenal _ street 
and Bellerive Park. 

Double-Deck Highway. 

The Third street double-deck 
highway, which would be the west- 
ern edge of the central river front 
development and whieh would con- 
nect with the Gravois and North 
Twelfth boulevards, is the vital 
part of the central unit, Bartholo- 
mew declared. It would cost $19,- 
000,000 or less, he said, and would 
enable traffic to get from down- 
town to such points beyond the 
congested center as Thirteenth 
street ahd Allen avenue in two or 
three minutes. The upper level of 
the Third street highway would be 
carried over Eads Bridge without 
a traffic connection, to avoid seri- 
ous jams, Bartholomew disclosed. 

For the land between the>river 
and Third and between Spruce and 
Franklin; for a mall to the old 
Courthouse and for beautification 
the cost would be $22,000,000, while 
the engineer allowed $8,000,000 to 
$9,000,000 for an elevated traffic- 
way along the eastern edge of this 
plaza with double-decking of park- 
ing spaces. It is important that 
all property needed for the central 
unit be acquired at once, in order 


to prevent partial improvements 


from swelling the value of remain- 
ing land to a prohibitive — price, 
Bartholomew warned. 

“Downtown” Needs Protection. 

It would be hazardous to await 
solution of the rapid transit prob- 
lem as a means of retaining values 
of downtown business district prop- 
erty before proceeding with the 
central river front scheme, Bar- 
tholomew asserted. Early steps 
are necessary tg revive the old 
levee. region for the protection of 
“downtown,” he insisted, and the 
forces of traffic movement must be 
equalized to do so. To illustrate 
the latter point, he called attention 
to a traffic count which showed 
53,000 vehicles going west from the 
business section between 7 a..jm. 
and 6 p. m., 33,000 going south, 
18,000 northbound and only 1900 
running east, over Eads Bridge. 
The Third street and river plaza 
plans would cause a traffic move- 
ment of much intensity east from 
the business district. 

St. Louis has seven miles of “‘un- 
used” river front north of Mer- 
chants’ Bridge, Bartholomew said, 
and along that curving strip is 
some of the fastest water in the 
Mississippi, which is difficult for 
navigation. Army engineers have 
talked since 1836 of straightening 
the river there, which would add 
to St. Louis land about five square 
miles. Larger straightenings have 
been successful elsewhere on this 
river and on the Missouri. The 
estimate of cost contemplated par- 
ticipation by the city with the Fed- 
eral Government in the straighten- 
ing work, Bartholomew explained. 

On the additional land it is pro- 
posed to build a park equivalent 
to Forest Park in size and a large 
airport which could be reached 
from downtown in 10 or 15 min- 
utes, the estimate allowing for this 
construction. In addition, the old 
river channel would form lagoons 
equivalent to Forest Park in area. 
Forest Park is being crowded by 
miscellaneous uses and the city 
needs another large, accessible rec- 
reation place, the engineer de- 
clared. He suggested that about 
$1,000,000 a year for 20 years be 
spent on the northern river front 
plan. He also described the park- 
way, yacht harbor and boulevard 
scheme for the southern unit. 


— 


While the rate control by the city 
was knocked out, the franchise 
right of the company was not dis- 
turbed. 

The provisions of the act pur- 
porting to give municipalities 
granting such franchises control 
over fares were held ineffective by 
the-court, which ruled the amend- 
ment did not modify or in any way 
limit the exclusive jurisdiction of 
the Public Service Commission over 
rates, valuation or other factors 
affecting rates.

Repre- 
sentatives of the street railways ap- 
peared before the Legislature in 
support of the bill. It was passed 
on the representation § that St. 
Louis needed the legislation, but 
there was no demand for the Dill 
by the public. 

Governor Vetoes Bill, 


‘ The bill was vetoed by Gov. 
Caulfield, after public hearings, on 
the ground it was “an unnecessary 
and unwise invasion of the char- 
ter making power of the city.” 

The Governor pointed out the 
city, under its charter, could do 
everything the bill proposed, ex- 
cept grant a franchise for more 
than 60 years. 

The “permit bill’ introduced in 
the 1931 Legislature, at the  in- 
stance of a lobbyist for the St. 
Louis Public Service Co., purported 
to confer home rule of transporta- 
tion facilities on St. Louis, but its 
principal purpose was a new fran- 
chise. It authorized a terminable 
permit, in effect a franchise, for a 
period of 50 years. 

Under provisions of the bill, how- 
ever, the city could not obtain the 
purported home rule, which was an 
inducement for passage of the mea- 
sure until the Board of Aldermen 
first had passed an ordinance

MADRID, April 22.—The Span- 
ish republic’s Ambassador to the 
United States will be Salvador de 
Madariaga, scholar, international- 
ist) writer of note, former League 
of Nations official and at present 
the Alfonso XIII professor of Span- 
ish studies at Oxford University, 
England. 

His name heads a long list of 
diplomatic appointments published 
today by Alejandro Lerroux, Min- 
ister of State in the, new Repub- 
lican Government. Most of those 
appointed are journalists and in- 
tellectuals prominent in the Re- 
publican movement, 

The Washington appointment 
was announced in advance of the 
recognition by the United States 
of the new regime at Madrid. 
De Madariaga, who at present is in 
Mexico City delivering a series of 
lectures, will replace Alejandro Pa- 
dilla y Bell, representative of the 
monarchist Government. 


Wife Is English Woman. 


De Madariagais ofan aristocrat- 
ic Spanish family of Corunna, and 
is 44 years old. He married an 
English woman, the former Con- 
stance Archibald, and has two 
daughters. He speaks and writes 
Spanish and English with 
equal facility. Among his works 
known in America are “Disarma- 
ment,’’ “The Sacred Giraffe,” “En- 
glishmen, Frenchmen and Span- 
iards,” and numerous magazine 
articles. His hobby is listed in the 
British Who’s Who as a “change 
of work.”’ 

From 1922 to 1927 De Madariaga 
was head of the disarmament sec- 
tion of the League of Nations Sac- 
retariat, resigning shortly after 
Spain withdrew from League ac- 
tivity. He is known as a pro- 
nounced internationalist in political 
thought and has acquired a wide 
reputatica for the erudition and 
wit of his writings.

AMERICAN OFFICIAL

Government Forces Victor-

—End of Revolt Thought 
to Be Near.

TEGUCIGALPA, Honduras, April 


22.—Fear of attack by a rebel 
band operating near La Lima, ba- 
nana and sugar settlement in the 


‘Cortez zone, has led to evacuation 


of American women and children 
to Tela, now considered safe from 


molestation by the revolutionary 


forces. 

The principal rebel activity to- 
day appeared centered about San 
Pedro Sula, key city on the rail- 
way line between the capital and 
the coast. <A large force of Gov- 
ernment troops has been _ sent 


there. 

Capt. Peter C. Geyer, American 
naval attache, has gone to San 
Pedro to seek a conference with the 
rebel leaders in the hope of assur- 
ing a neutrality zone in the area 
The legation has arranged with the 
Honduran Government for such a 
zone. 

With only two instances of re- 
newed fighting reported there is 
widespread feeling here that the 
revolt is near termination. One of 
yesterday’s clashes occurred when 
Government troops and rebels en- 
gaged in a skirmish four miles 
from Tela, the rebels being driven 
back into the mountains. 


Government troops arrived at 
Corozito, banana settlement, ia 
time to repulse a rebel attack, kill- 
ing two and wounding several oth- 
prs in a short sharp battle. All 
danger of an attack at Trujillo wes 
considered past today with the 
rebels reported entirely cleaned out 
of the region. 

The U. S. S. Trenton has arrived 
at Puerto Castilla and the U. S&S. S. 
Marbelhead at Puerto Cortez. 

President Vicente Mejia Colin- 
dres in an executive communique 
yesterday said rebels had _ been 
turned back with heavy losses in 
attacks on Sonaguera, Sava and 
Tela while loyal troops which put 
them to rout captured much of 
their artillery. Soon, he said, peace 
would be re-established, for the 
army was loyal and adequate and 
the Government had the support 
of the entire people. 

The President, while he ad- 
mitted that the revolt had not yet 
been entirely squelched, attributed 
the uprising to irresponsible mal- 
contents whose ranks were in- 
creased by unemployed laborers 
from fruit plantations when opera- 
Aions have been curtailed.

CC. QUTLINES BASIS 
FOR RAIL VALUATION 


A Matter of Judgment, Not 
Formula, It Says in Mak- 
ing New Decision.

WASHINGTON, April 22.—How 
the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion will determine the valuation 
of American railroads was made 
known late yesterday in ordering 
the Richmond, Fredericksburg & 
Potomac Railroad to pay $696,705 
into the railway contingent fund. 

The determination of valuation 
was the crux of the celebrated St. 
Louis & O'Fallon cases in which 
the Supreme Court held the com- 
mission had not given adequate 
consideration to the cost of repro- 
duction of the line. 

The order, the first of its kind 
since the O’Fallon case, was issued 
under the 1920 transportation act 
providing that one-half of a road's 
earnings in excess of 6 per cent 
shall go into a contingent fund. 

The commission said both cost 
of reproduction and the original 
cost must receive consideration. 
“To base values in all cases,” it 
added, “upon an equal considera- 
tion of cost of reproduction and 
original cost or on any other fixed 
proportion would be an artificial 
rule, s ° ° The basis of 
calculation is the fair value of the 
property used for the convenience 
of the public. bg ° s 

“The ascertainment of that val- 
ve is not controlled by artificial 
rules. It is not a matter of for- 
mulas but there must be a reasona- 
ble judgment having its basis in a 
proper consideration of all relevant 
facts. Thé valuation of property

NEW CUT IN NEWSPRINT PRICE 


Canada Power and Paper Corpora- 
tion Beats Previous Reduction, 
By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, April 22.—A sec- 
ond cut in the price of newsprint 
became apparent yesterday when 
customers of the Canada Power 
and Paper Corporation made pub- 
lic telegrams from that eoncern 
announcing that effective May 1 
the price of newsprint would be 
$57 a ton delivered in New York. 
The firm announced the reduetion 
of $5 a ton from the current price 
of $62 would be retroactive from 
Jan. 1. 

In Montreal three days ago an- 
nouncement was made that a grou 
of members of the Newsprint In- 
stitute of Canada had agreed to a 
reduction of $5 a ton effective May 
1 with a $3 a ton reduction retro- 
active from Jan. 1 to April 30. 
That group included the Abitibi 
and the St. Lawrence companies 
and Price Brothers. Heretofore 
the price has been $55 a ton at the 
mill and $62 a ton delivered in New 
York.

PROPOSAL APPLIES 
ONLY TO KANSAS CITY 


Executive Veto Expected— 
Similar Plan for St. Louis 
Lies Dorman: in Com- 
mittee.

JEFFERSON CITY, April 22.— 
The Senate is expected to reach a 
vote late today or tomorrow on the 
Kansas City home rule bill, spon- 
sored by Senator Casey (Dem.) 
and opposed by Senator Davis 
(Rep.), who objects on the ground 
that it would turn control of the 
Kansas City police over to the pow- 
erful Pendergast organization in 
Democratic politics. 

Indications are that the vote will 
be close, Casey losing some rural 
Democratic Senators and gaining 
some city Republican Senators. But 
if the bill passes the current opin- 
ion is that it is headed for an exec- 
utive veto, the Republican organi- 
zation in Kansas City being op- 
posed to it. | 

The fact that a similar bill ap- 
plicable to St. Louis has not been 
pushed, but has been permitted to 
lie dormant in the Municipal Cor- 
porations Committee, will make a 
veto less of a problem for the Gov- 
ernor. It might be somewhat dif- 
ficult for the Governor to refuse 
to sign a police home rule bill for 
St. Louis, where the Republicans 
are in power; and if he had sim- 
ilar bills for both cities before him 
he could hardly sign one for 
Republican St. Louls and veto one 
for Democratic Kansas City. 

* No Pressure for St. Louis Bill. 

He will be saved that dilemma, 
however, by the refusal of Munic- 
ipal Corporations Committee and 
the Senate to push the St. Louis 
bill, for which there virtually has 
been no pressure exerted from any 
source. 

If the Pendergast organization 
had been willing to include in its 
bill a provision giving power to 
the Governor to remove the Police 
Commissioner, or the head of the 
department, it is not improbable 
that the Governor would sign it, 
but the understanding at the Cap- 
ital is that the Governor is not 
disposed to relinquish state control 
entirely to the City Council and 
Mayor of Kansas City. 

Casey called up the bill yester- 
day afternoon without comment 
and Davis immediately took the 
floor against it, informing the Sen- 
ate that he probably would not 
complete his- argument before this 
afternoon. 

In addition to the political op- 
position as represented by Davis, 
there is rural opposition even 
among the Democrats, some coun- 
try Senators taking the position

MISSOURI’S HIGHWAY PATROL. 
After a long fight to provide Missouri with a mod- 
ern theans of protecting life and property over its 
large and growing highway system, the Legislature 
has passed a highway patrol bill. 
The bill provides a force consisting of a superin- 
tendent, 10 captains and 115 patrolmen. The super- 
intendent will be appointed by the Governor and will 
exercise his powers under the supervision of the 
State Highway Commission. The superintendent will 
select captains and men. To guard against using the 
force for political purpose, the bill provides that not 
more than half of the force shall be affiliated with 
the same political party. Cost of the patrol is esti- 
mated at $400,006 annually, to be paid out of the road 
fund. 
Missouri is the twenty-second state to provide a 
state-wide police agency, the others being California, 
Illinois, Louisiana, North Carolina, Oregon, Pennsyl- 
vania, Vermont, Virginia, Washington, Connecticut, 
Delaware, Indiana, Maryland, Maine, Massachusetts, 
Michigan, New Jersey, New York, Rhode Island, Tex- 
as and West Virginia. Police systems in the first 
nine, like Missouri, are limited to highway patrol,

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LETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE 


Gov. Emmerson’s Veto, 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
OV. EMMERSON, in his recent veto 


message concerning the proposed re- 
peal of the Illinois prohibition act, has 
revived the word nullification. This 
word in this connection was given cur- 
rency by Senator Borah. Its use in this 
manner is incorrect in logic, in law, in 
history and in etymology. 

Nullification means to make non-exist- 
ent, null, nothing, legally void. The 
first section of the eighteenth amend- 
ment declares the prohibition of the sale, 
ete., of liquors for beverage purposes, 
the second section reads, “The Congress 
and the several states shall have con- 
current power to enforce this article by 
appropriate legislation.” ‘The third sec- 
tion relates to the passage of the amend- 
ment. The amendment reserves to the 
states the right of enforcing prohibition 
while making it primarily a Federal act 
with the power of enforcement also with- 
in the Federal jurisdiction. The reten- 
tion of concurrent power states no obli- 
gation; and the failure or refusal of a 
state to exercise that power Nnullifies no 
power of the Federal Government, nor 
even its own right to exercise that pow- 
er at any time it may choose to do So. 

Nor is this failure of a state to pass 
a prohibition enforcing act in any wise 
ukin to the nullification act by South 
Carolina in 1832. Following the Virginia 
and the Kentucky resolutions, attributed 
to the author of the Declaration of In- 
dependence and to the father of the Con- 
stitution, to Jefferson and to Madison, 
following the leadership of John C. Cal- 
houn, the State of South Cafolina dé- 
clared certain Federal acts unconstitu- 
tional and, therefore, null and void. 
President Jackson denied the right of 
a state to pass finally upon the consti- 
tutionality of a Federal act. A com- 
promise measure by Henry Clay elim- 
inated the issue. The final extinction of 
the claim of sovereignty in the states and 
the popular fixing of.sovereignty solely 
in the Federal union has made the word 
nullification an unpopular shibboleth of 
an unsuccessful school of civic thought. 
That no measure of odium may fail to 
attach to those who would refuse to add 
state prohibition enforcement to the 
Federal Volstead prohibition act, Gov. 
Emmerson speaks of “state disregard for 
the Federal Constitution” and says, “It 
smacks of lawlessness and rebelliong’ 

That the states have conferred the 
right of Federal prohibition enforcement 
upon the Federal Government, reserving 
the concurrent right to themselves sev- 
erally, and then that one fails or refuses 
to exercise that right, can neither in law 
nor in logic be imputed either to nulli- 
fication or to rebellion. > a re

Barriers to Legal Education. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
ILL stricter requirements for ad- 


mission to the bar raise the ethicai 
standard of the legal profession and 
eliminate unscrupulous public officials? 
I raise this question in view of your ad- 
vocacy of further barriers in the path 
of the aspiring law student. The cham- 
pions of unusually stringent requirements 
by the bar-examining boards rightly de- 
mand that only men of high moral char- 
acter and of fair knowledge of history, 
civics and economics, as well as of law, 
be admitted to the bar. As a matter of 
fact, however, a diploma from a highly 
rated university is not necessarily a 
badge of high moral character. Granting 
that some knowledge of history and civics 
is necessary as preliminary to a legal 
education, the average high school or 
night school is thoroughly capable of 
providing an efficient course in these 
subjects, 

Give the poor law student a chance! 
After all, all any law school can do, be it 
Harvard or some obscure night law 
school, is to impart a knowledge of only 
the fundamental principles of law. The 
lawyer's real training begins after his 
graduation. It would be very unfortun- 
ate, indeed, if the legal profession were 
made an exclusive franchise of the 
wealthy and socially elite,

except as to Pennsylvania which has both State po- 
lice and a highway patrol. Forces range in number 
from Pennsylvania’s 920 and New York’s 550 to Ver- 
mont’s 25. The average force in the 21 states is 143. 
The movement for state police and highway patrols 
grows out of the changed conditions brought about 
by the automobile and paved roads, which afford an 
easy getaway for criminals. Local peace ~ officers, 
lacking integration and modern means of communi- 
cation, are hopelessly handicapped in dealing with 
crime. Frequently, bandits are many miles away be- 
fore the Sheriff is notified and then he is dependent 
in tracing them upon haphazard telephone calls and 
other Sheriffs who may or may not be willing to 
co-operate. One of the features of the new highway 
patrol will undoubtedly be some such system as is in 
use in Pennsylvania, where a telephone-typewriting 
arrangement distributes information through four 
broadcasting stations to 90 receiving sets in the po- 
lice substations. 

How useful highway patrols have been in other 
states may be judged by the fact that, of 99,281 ar- 
rests made in the last 19 years by the Pennsylvania 
force, 82,055, or 82.6 per cent, have resulted in con- 
victions. Michigan’s highway patrol made 11,016 ar- 
rests in 1929, resulting in $309 convictions and at the 
end of the year 1016 crises were still pending. The 
majority of arrests—7352—were for motor vehicle 
violations, and the 6473 convicted, so we learn from 
the Missouri Ruralist, paid $41,545.45 in fines and 
$27,850.18 in costs. “Total fines assessed as result of 
arrests by rural. patrolmen,” says the Ruralist, 
“amounted to $175,544.09 and costs were $51,327.73. 
A total of 775 offenders received jail or penitentiary 
sentences, with 261 being placed on probation.” 

The dangers of a state highway patrol have been 
fully stressed in the legislative debates on the bill. 
It was feared by the wets that such a force might 
be used as snoopers for prohibition enforcement, but 
an amendment to the bill denies the force the right 
of search and seizure, except to ‘confiscate deadly 
weapons from arrested persons. Labor has had mis- 
givings over the bill because of the anti-labor uses 
made of the West Virginia State police and of the 
notorious coal and iron police in Pennsylvania. The 
latter were hirelings of the coal and iron magnates 
and were employed in breaking strikes. 

It is the distinct understanding that the Missouri 
force is a highway patrol and nothing more; that it 
shall concern itself merely with traffic violations, en- 
forcements of the State motor code and crimes of vio- 
lence; that it shall be strictly non-political in nature; 
that it shall not be perverted into an auxiliary pro- 
hibition agency; and that it shall not be used to inter- 
fere unfairly in labor disturbances. 
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PAJAMAS IN THE GARDEN. 

If there is anything the country has been tolerant 
of it is the pajama craze. Never a week goes by 
but new uses for them are reported. From their 
untalked-of beginning in the bedroom they have ex- 
tended their jurisdiction until now they are proper 
anywhere in the house at any time. Kitchen, dining 
room and library have -ll been coffquered in turn. 
Beach wear was only an entering wedge to.street 
use. Now comes the béam that breaks the elephant’s 
back. «Gardening time, says one style adviser, is here 
again and the flowing pajamas which fill the stores 
are “just the thing for work in the garden plot.” 
Then follows a column description of “workaday” 
outfits of gingham and broadcloth, “in gorgeous 
striped colors, vivid block designs and other brilliant 
patterns.” This fans our pasgive resistance into open 
rebellion. That style adviser never waded in a dew- 
wet garden; never had a hoe in his or her hand in 
his or her life. There is one and only one possible 
use for pajamas in the garden and that is to cover 
@ scarecrow. 
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A RAILROAD VICTORY. 
The plea of the railroads for fairer competitive 
conditions between them and truck lines has been 
heard and granted by the Legislature, which has 
passed a bill placing trucks under the jurisdiction of 
the Public Service Commission. 
Under the bill, the commission is given wide dis- 
cretionary powers in granting permits or certificates 
of convenience and necessity to truck and bus op- 
erators. In considering such grants, the commission, 
as under the present law, shall give “reasonable con- 
sideration to the transportation service being fur- 
nished by any railroad, street railroad or motor car- 
rier.” It must consider the likelihood of the proposed 
service being permanent and continuous throughout 
the year, and “the effect which such proposed trans- 
portation service may have upon other transportation 
service being rendered.” 2 
Conceivably the effect of the bill could be to im- 
posé upon trucks and busses tyrannical suppression. 
However much that might please the railroads, it 
would be a serious mistake. The State cannot be- 
come a party to the railroad-bus-truck feud except in 
so far as the public interest is involved. The public 
interest demands only that fair regulation be imposed 
upon motorized transportation services, and that they 
be compelled to pay a full share for the building and 
maintenance of highways. Beyond that, the railroads 
must fight their own battle for business against a 
new and, in some respects, superior method of trans- 
portation. 
License taxes for common carrier motor trucks im- 
posed in the bill range from $25 for trucks of a ca- 
pacity of more than one and one-half and not more 


than two tons, to $500 for those of more than nine

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MR. COOLIDGE FOR THE DEFENSE. 


defense: 


This charge has no general application. Our 
business men have often gone into regions that 
had‘ made little progress for hundreds of years. 
They have given employment at fair wages, built 
roads, schools, hospitals and churches, opened 
mines, turned the jungle into productivity and 
made the country sanitary. Our presence, our 
capital, our skill have given the inhabitants their 
main chance to rise in the scale of civilization. 
Our people have made large investments in the 
Government’s loans to these countries which 
have not been repaid. We have done much more 
for the people with whom we have come in con- 
tact than they have done for us. Up to the pres- 
ent time a strict balancing of accounts would 
probably show that we are the ones who have 
been exploited. . 


Or, to use the historic {diom, we have “civilized 
‘em with a Krag,” referring to the Krag-Jorgensen 
rifle, which was part of our army equipment at the 
time of the war with Spain, our subjugation of the 
Filipinos and the beginning of what is known as 
dollar diplomacy. It is of a piece with British im- 
perialism in India, in Egypt, in South Africa, and 
along that whole troubled colonial front which is fast 
making a mere confederation of what was once an 
absolute empire. 
Does Mr. Coolidge think we can hope in that way 
to make our nationals and their property safe in the 
Caribbean region? If we could not do it in Nica- 
ragua after trying it approximately 20 years, or in 
Haiti after 16 years of trial, does he think we ought 
to keep on trying to do what is impossible? Does he 
think the credit of the Caribbean nations-ought to be 
on any other basis than is the credit of all other na- 
tions, or that bad loans made to them by our bank- 
ers are truly the concern of the Government? 
If he does, we disagree with him. It is not our own 
Government alone that dissents from the belief that 
this is a practicable foreign policy in the world 
of today. Every chancellery in Europe disbelieves 
it. It is one thing to lend the Caribbean republics 
money and lgse it, and it is quite another thing to use 
our armed forces, as Mr. Coolidge did, as a collection 
agency. It is this latter course that made the trouble 
in Nicaragua. To safeguard loans made by our bank- 
ers, we occupied the country and at last supervised 
its elections. 
That is dollar diplomacy, which has turned out 
precisely as all students of political science knew it 
would. Mr. Hoover and Mr. Stimson are trying to 
devise a better Caribbean policy, and they deserve 
to succeed. They will succeed. The Krag-Jorgensen 
theory which Mr. Coolidge defends is morally and po- 
litically bankrupt. Its mistake was to assume that 
our armed forces in other countries are any less re- 
sented in the twentieth century than we resented the 
armed forces of England in our own country in the 
eighteenth century. Say what we will of Sandino, we 
fired the first shot. 
The way out of the whole Caribbean mess is to 
make those little republics responsible for the lives 
and property of our nationals. We can never do it by 
destroying their sovereignty. 
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GIGGING WINS OVER FISHING. 
An expectation that fishing might be substituted 
for gigging in the streams of the Ozarks has been 
disappointed in the Legislature, which refuses to pro- 
hibit gigging.

An Ethical View of the Wage Question 


Sacred obligation to pay the worker justly is reiterated throughout Scriptures; fraud 
by employer classed in Bible with murder; ethical considerations, as expressed 1n 
labor encyclical of Pope Leo XIII, call for enough pay to support worker and his 
family in reasonable comfort; entire Christian civilization hinges on living wage.

éé E now approach a subject of very 
W great importance and one in which, 
if extremes are to be avoided, right 
ideas ape absolutely necessary,” Pope Leo 
XIII writes, as in his labor encyclical he 
approaches the vital question of wages. The 
Pope points out the twofold character of a 
man’s labor. The first is purely personal, 
and as such the worker would have a right 
to place his labor at any wage, or not to 
work at all. But that is a futile and mere- 
ly abstract consideration, since in reality 
man’s labor is not a matter of choice 
alone, but of necessity. 

“The labor of the workingman,” the 
Pope writes, “is not only his personal at- 
tribute, but it is necessary; and this makes 
all the difference. ‘The preservation of life 
is the bounden duty of each and all, and 
to fail therein is a crime.” Hence it fol- 
lows, as he concludes, that “each one has 
a right to procure what is required in order 
to live; and the poor can procure it in no 
other way than by work or wages.” The 
subject of wages, therefore, is obviously not. 
merely an economic problem. 
ethical and religious question. Being fun- 
damentally a matter of justice, it falls both 
under the natural and the divine law. It 
involves, in fact, the most sacred obliga- 
tions and responsibilities.

The divine law given to the people of 
God under the Old Testament made it of 
sacred obligation to pay each single day 
the wages due the worker. “The wages of 
him that hath been hired by thee shall not

abide with thee until the morning,” was~- 


the reading of the law in the Book of 
Leviticus (xix, 13). Even more insistent 
was Deuteronomy: “But thou shalt pay him 
the price of his labor the same day, before 
the going down of the sun, because he is 
poor and with it maintaineth his life, lest 
he cry against thee to the Lord, and it be 
reputed to thee for a sin” (xxiv, 14-15). 
The Scripture proclaims a perfect simi- 
larity and relationship to exist between the 
gangster who shoots a man in cold biood 
and the employer who defrauds man or 
woman of the wage that is necessary for 
their livelihood. It calls them “brothers” 
and labels them alike as men of blood. 
Here are the inspired words of the Book of 
Ecclesiasticus: ‘“‘The bread of the needy is 
the life of the poor; he that defraudeth 
them thereof ts a man of blood. He that 
taketh away the bread gotten by sweat is 
like him that killeth his neighbor. He that 
sheddeth blood, and he that defraudeth the 
laborer of his hire are brothers” (xxxiv, 13).

The New Testament is no less merciless 
in denouncing the employer who has 
gained his wealth by the blood of the poor, 
and calls down its Woes upon him. “Your 
riches aré corrupted and your garments are 
moth eaten, your gold and silver is éank- 
ered, and the rust of them shall be for a 
testimony against you, and shall eat your 
flesh like fire’’ St. James, from whom 
these words are taken, points out the rea- 
son: “Behold the hire of the laborers, who 
have reaped down your fields, which by 
fraud has been kept back, crieth: and the 


cry of them hath entered into the ears of 
the Lord of Sabaoth” (v, 4). The employ- 
er willfully failing to pay a just wage is 
holding back, in greater or lesser part, the 
hire of his laborers. 

In discussing the ethical aspect of 
wages, we must Strictly distinguish between 
the just and the adequate wage. The first 
is due in justice and must take precedence 
over profits and interest when the employ- 
er himself has reasonably provided for his 
own proper status in life. The second is 
@ wage which, over and above the former, 
fully remunerates, from every aspect, the 
service rendered. 


Pope Leo XIII says: ‘‘There is a dictate of 
nature more imperious and more ancient 
than any bargain between man and man, 
that the remuneration must be enough , to 
Suppart the wage earner in reasonable and 
frugal comfort. If through necessity or 
fear of a worse evil, the workman accepts 
harder conditions because an employer or 
contractor will give him no better, he is the 
victim of force and injustice.” 

These are strong words. What is more, 
the Pope’s wish clearly was that the wage 
of the worker should suffice not merely for 
himself alone, but make possible the sup- 
port of his wife and children in reasonable 
and frugal comfort. We find it clearly im- 
plied when Pope Leo XIII adds: “If a 
workman’s wages be sufficient to enable 
him to maintain himself, his wife and his 
children in reasonable comfort, he will not 
find it difficult, if he is a sensible man, to 
study economy, and he will not fail, by cut- 
ting down expenses, to put by a little prop- 
erty; nature and reason would trge him 
to do this.” 

This, then, clearly supposes. that the 
worker himself, together with his wife and 
children, will be able to maintain a decent 
status of life with the contents of his pay 
envelope. It implies further that he will 
have sufficient left over normally to pro- 
vide also against emergencies, sickness, un- 
employment and old age.

If there is one point the church insists 
upon more than any other it is that the 
place of the mother is with her children 
and not in the factory. This is essential 
for the Christian upbringing of her little 
ones and the performance of her sacred 
duties of motherhood. Yet if the wage of 
the father is inadequate for the family sup- 
port, there is no choice for her except to 
abandon her children for long hours in the 
day, when they most need her training ana 
attention, while on her return from work 
she will be in no condition properly to per- 
form her duties of wife and mother. 

in a word, the entire Christian civiliza- 
tion under the existing system hinges on 
the family wage, which will enable the 
bread winner of the home to support his 
wife and children in frugal comfort accord- 
ing to what is reasonably implied by these 
words at any given period, and which will 
further permit him, by the exercise of the 
proper foresight and economy, to lay aside 
at least as much as may be normally 
needed for the future.

LONG-PERIOD WEATHER 
FORECASTING TESTED 


Rains of March, April, Said to 
Have Been Indicated 
By Sun. 


By the Associated Press, 

WASHINGTON. April 22.—First 
attempts to forecast weather sev- 
eral months ahead, by predicting 
variations in.the sun’s radiation, 
apparently have succeeded. The 
results were- made public today by 
Dr. Charles G, Abbot, astronomer, 
secretary of the Smithsonian Insti- 
tution. 

He has predicted variations in 
the sun’s radiation for 1931 and 
1932 which so far have followed 
his forecast closely. H. H. Clay- 
ton, another scientist, has used the 
same method to predict actual 
weather conditions with consider- 
able success. 

Abbot and Clayton long have be- 
lieved that variations in the radia- 
tion that the sun sends to the earth 
are the causes of major changes in 
the weather. 

Last December Dr. Abbot pre- 
dicted how the sun’s radiation 
would vary during the next two 
years, His predictions have been 
checked by observation of the ac- 
tual variations. So far in 1931, Dr. 
Abbot says, the radiation has va+ 
ried very nearly as he predicted. 

Spring Rains Predicted. 

In February Clayton predicted 
cool weather and much rainfall for 
the drouth area during the latter 
two weeks in March and’the first 
week in April, basing his prediction 
on expected changes 4n the sun’s 
radiation. ‘The cool weather and 
rain occurred as predicted, Dr. Ab- 
bot says. 

Variations in the sun’s radiation 
are predicted because they seem to 
occur in five regular cycles of 68, 
45, 25, 11 and eight months. There 
are also shorter cycles not as reg- 
ular, and there may be longer 
cycles, not yet discovered. Dr. Ab- 
bot thinks the drouth of 1930 may 
have been the result of a solar 
radiation cycle or combination of 
several long cycles coming together 
only perhaps about once in a cen- 
tury. By noting how the cycles 
have moved in the past their move- 
ments can be predicted by observ- 
ers of the future, he hopes. " 

Theory of Solar Influence. 

Dr. Abbot thinks that changes 
in the sun’s radiation govern the 
weather by their effect on the 
movement of areas of high and low 
atmospheric pressure, An increase 
or decrease in the sun’s radiation 
may affect the weather differently 
in different places. Increased. ra- 
diation may cause a.rise in temper- 
ature, atmospheric pressure or 
rainfall at one point, but a drop 
elsewhere. 

Dr. Abbot says several more gen- 
erations of observing solar varia- 
tions will be necessary before such 
rare events as last year’s drouth 
can be predicted, but he hopes use- 
ful weather forecasts extending 
weeks, months and perhaps years 
in advance, may soon be possible. 

With this in view, statistics are 
being computed.

Because of this fea- 
ture it would be possible to make 
use of surplus capital now concen- 
trated in short-term investments 
because of uncertainty of the world 
outlook, it is thought.

American Institute Ends Its 
Sessions—Former Officers

The American Zinc Institute, 
composed of leaders of the indus- 
try, closed its thirteenth annual 
meeting today with technical dis- 
cussions of zinc processes, includ- 


ing a method of the reduction of 
zinc ore by methane gas and the 
recovesy of zine from lead blast 
furnace slags. Sessions, which be- 
gam Monday, were held at Hotel 
Stutler. : 

Officers, including® Ralph M. 
Roosevelt of New York, president 
of the institute, were re-elected by 
the directors yesterday. They were 
installed formally at the annual 
dinmer in the evening. John. C., 
Howell of New York, an economist, 
discussed the business outlook, ex- 
pressing confidence economic con- 
ditions soon will return to normal. 
The tide has begun to turn already, 
he said. 5 

Speakers yesterday dealt with 
the major problem confronting the 
industry, that of increasing pro- 
duction by fixing staridardized re- 
quirements for galvanized sheets 
and finding additional uses for 
zinc. 

Ore producers and representa- 
tives of smelters agreed to finance 
a@ research and production jpromo- 
tion program by contributing 25 
cents a ton on slab zinc and 12% 
cents a ton on zinc concentrates. 
Julian D. Conover,.secretary of the 
institute, said it was anticipated 
about $75,000 a year would be ob- 
tained in this manner. 


RULING ON DISABLED SOLDIERS 
WHO HAVE PAID INCOME TAX 


New Application May Be Filed if 
No Levy Has Been Made Since 
First Claim, 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, April 22.—World 
War veterans who have had claims 
for disability allowance refused in 
the past because they had paid 
income tax the year before apply- 
ing may file new applications if 
they have fot paid income tax 
since. 

This ruling has been made by 
the veterans’ administration in in- 
terpreting the statute under which 
disability pay is issued. The legal 
limitation refers expressly to the 
‘year immediately preceding filing 
of application, so that claim may 
be presented at any time follow- 
ing expiration of an income tax 
year in which no payment was 
made. e 

Payment of such disability al- 
lowance, once issued, will not be 
halted, veterans’ officials said, if 
the recipient should again make an 
income high enough to pay tax.

ciety of Orthodontists in annual 
session at Hotel Jefferson, dis- 
cussed today the latest develop- 
ments in‘their profession and to- 
night will hear of dentistry in a 
land where modern laboratories 
are unknown.

Germany, Balkans, Russia. 
By the A2sociated Press. 

LONDON, April 22.—The Lon- 
don Daily Mail says that, with one | 
or two exceptions, American bank- | 
ing interests have agreed “at least | 
to the general outlines” of a plan| 
for a world trade credit bank to 
finance trade with new markets, 
including Russia, with which the 
recent visit of Montagu Norman, 
Governor of the Bank of England, 
to the United States was chiefly 
concerned. 

The Mail says that Gov. Norman 
was likely to announce the forma- 
tion of the bank at the forthcom- 
ing meeting of the World Bank for 
International Settlements at Basle. 
The participants in the proposed 
bank, according to the Mail, will 
include Germany, Czecho-Slovakia, 
the Balkan States and. Russia, One 
of the chief fynctions of the new 
bank, the newspaper says, is to be 
the granting of direct trade credits. 
Each. government concerned will 
also have a guaranteed status of 
borrowerf. 

In this connection Russia would 
participate in the bank’s facilities, 
since all Soviet purchaseS are made 
through and guaranteed by the 
Soviet Government. Soviet finan- 
cial agents now are in London, the 
paper adds, discussing the plan 
with the Bank of England and the 
Government and it has been pro- 
posed the Soviet State Bank, as 
representative of all the Soviet fi- 
nancial institutions, should join the 
board of the new bank and agree 
to a proposal for regulation of gold 
movements. 


HIGH SPEED ARMY KITCHEN 
FOR THE U. $. TANK CORPS 


Designed to Keep Up With Cater- 
pillar Units Making 30 
Miles an Hour. 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, April 22.—Tanks 
in future warfare will travel over 
battlefields at more than 30 miles 
an hour, but the army does not 
propose to let their crews go hun- 
gry.

BOOTEGER TO UT 
ON DRY AGENTS’ ADVICE 


Refuses to Make Sale but Sur- 


renders Stock and Goes 


Out of Business. 


Prohibition Agents Dillon and 
Hogg went to a small office on 
an upper floor of the Railway Ex- 
change Building yesterday and 
asked a man there if they could 
buy a drink of liquor. He told 
them they couldn't, so they iden- 
tified themselves and Dillon said 
to him: “We know you're selling 
liquor and we're going to hook you 
sooner or later. ' Why don’t you 

et out of this business before you 
get into serious trouble?” 

The man, who said he was F, F. 
Ostéermueller,-replied, according to 
the agents: “Yes, I’ve been selling 
booze in a small way, but I'm go- 
ing to quit.”” He opened a drawer 
of his desk, the agents reported, 
and produced two pints of whisky 
and a quart of gin, which Dillon 
emptied into a drain, 

Jefferson D. Davis, who succeed- 
ed Dillon as Deputy Prohibition 
Administrator here last week,\ap- 
proved of this method of dealing 
with bootleggers, saying it was de- 
sirable to convert lawbreakers, He 
declared that similar action would 
be taken towards a number of other 
liquor purveyors he believes to 
have offices in downtown buildings. 

Dillon said there had been a 
number of complaints against the 
office in the Railway Exchange 
Building and that unsuccessful at- 
tempts to buy liquor there had been 
made by agents in the past. The 
place will be called to the atten- 
tion of the building management, 
he added.
